PECULIAR ENGLISH CANAL. 

Between Worsley and St. Helena, 
in the north of England, is the nmst 
remarkable canal in the world. It 
is underground, from end to end, 
and is sixteen miles long. In Lan- 
cashire the coal mines are very ex- 
tensive, half the country being un- 
dermined, and many years ago the 
duke of Bridewater's managers 
thought they could save money by 
transporting the coal underground 
instead of on the surface. The ca- 
nal was constructed and the mines 
connected and drained at the same 
time. Ordinary canal boats are used, 
but the power is furnished by men. 
On the roof of the tunnel arch are 
cross pieces, and the men do the 
work of propulsion by lying on their 
backs on the coal and pushing with 
their feet against the crossbars on 
the roof.

EFFECT OF DAYLIGHT LAMP 



Perfection of Invention Really Seems 
to Mean an Overturning of Laws, 
of Nature.

By uti- 
lizing the curve of the spectrum and 
getting the actual hues that belong 
to it in the lamp that is the develop- ' 
ment of the experiments of scien- 1 
tists, the effects of daylight are al- 
most perfectly produced. Thus it 
will be possible to light art galleries 
at night with daylight effects, and 
to produce daylight for any kind of 
night events, as well as to produce 
daylight for home weddings and the 
like, when the outside light is reject- 
ed in order to obtain exclusion and 
softer tones.

Secretary of Agriculture Authorized to 
Quarantine Any State, Territory, 
or District Known to Be 
— Infected. 

Washington.— By an act of congress, 
approved by the president on August 
20, entitled "An act to regulate the 
importation of nursery stock and oth- 
er plants and plant products," etc.. 
the secretary of agriculture la author- 
ized and directed to quarantine any 
state, or any portion thereof, when he 
shall determine the fact that a dan- 
gerous plant disease or Insect Infesta- 
tion new or not therefore widely prev- 
alent In the United Btatea, exists in 
auch atate, territory or district. Be- 
fore promulgating his determination 
that it Is necessary to institute a quar- 
antine, he shall give a public hearing, 
at which any interested party may ap- 
pear and be heard either In person or 
by attorney. 

The secretary of agriculture la furth- 
er directed to prohibit the importation 
into the United States of any class of 
nursery stock, fruits, vegetables, 
roots, etc., whenever he shall deter- 
mine that such prohibition is neces- 
sary to prevent the Introduction Into 
the United States of any tree, plant, or 
fruit disease, or Insect Infestation, 
new or not widely prevalent within 
the United States. Before issuing bis 
proclamation to this effect he is di- 
rected, aH in the case of quarantine 
against a state, to give a public hear- 
ing to any Interested parties who may 
wish to appear in person or by at- 
torney. 

There Is imminent danger of the In- 
troduction Into the United States at 
the present time of two dangerous 
plant diseases and one Insect known 
to cause great damage in other coun- 
tries. One fungus disease, the white 
pine blister rust, Injures four impor- 
tant species of pine In practically all 
European countries. 

It is a fungus disease and would be 
a most undesirable Importation into 
the United States, as it Is liable to be 
imported nursery stock. It would 
'cause enormous damage to coniferous 
forests. 

Another fungus disease which is a 
menace to American agriculture is the 
potato disease known as potato wart, 
;potato canker, black scab, etc., caused 
by a fungus whkh, In advanced stages 
of the disease, utilizes every particle 
' of food In the tuber and reduces It to 
a brownish black soft mass of a very 
unpleasant putrlficatlve odor. The dis- 
ease occurs in many parts of Europe 
and in several islands not far from 
the Atlantic ooast of the United 
States 

The menacing insect pest is the 
Mediterranean fruit fly, an insect 
which Is toler&HJy well described by 
its name, and -which is now known to 
be established dn the Hawaiian is 
lands. Its introduction into the Unit 
ed States from the territory of Ha- 
waii would be a calamity of the first 
Importance to fruit growers. Califor- 
nia, because of (his insect, now quar- 
antines against a long list of fruits 
and vegetables from Hawaii, including 
oranges, Chinese plums, prickly pears. 
Damson plums, peaches, figs, tomatoes, 
grapes, squashes, and a large num- 
ber of less well-known fruits and vege- 
tables. Other Pacific coast states, 
however, have no such quarantine, and 
the Introduction of the Insect through 
ports in those states is possible and 
perhaps Imminent. It Is also found 
in Queensland, New South Wales, and 
West Australia. 

To prevent these undesirable lmm I 
grants from entering the United 
States, the secretary of agriculture 
proposes to exercise the power vested 
in him by the new law and declare 
a quarantine against the territory of 
Hawaii In the case of the Mediterrane- 
an fruit fly, and also to prohibit ths 
Importation fro a Great Britain, 
Belgium, Holland. Denmark 
Germany.

There is nothing to give special value 
to an edition of this version appear- 
ing in Cromwell's time. Ruling by 
machinery is a comparatively late dis- 
covery, and in those days and for long 
after, the line dividing the two col 
umna on a page was drawn by hand 
Copies of Bibles of that age are b< 
no means uncommon.
